DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 1/22/08 has been entered and made of record. 

2. Applicant's amendment and remarks set forth at last 3 lines of page 12 to first 4 lines of 
page 13 overcome the rejection of claims 18-20 under section 35 USC 101. Specifically, the 
phrase "computer-readable media" is now included in these claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 2-9 and 1 1 -20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 2, the closest cited prior art (USPN 6,347,157 to Chui) fails to teach or 
suggest the claimed features. Specifically, the limitations of "a coded-data-for-saving- 
acquisition unit... coded data used for the display" recited at lines 9-14 are not found in Chui's 
reference. Likewise, claim 9 depends from claim 2 and thus is allowed for the same reasons as 
well. 

Regarding claim 3, the closest cited prior art (USPN 6,347,157 to Chui) fails to teach or 
suggest the claimed features. Specifically, the limitations of "a user interface unit... specification 
information" recited at lines 7-16 are not found in Chui's reference. Likewise, claims 4 and 7 
depend from claim 3 and thus are allowed for the same reasons as well. 

Regarding claim 5, the closest cited prior art (USPN 6,347,157 to Chui) fails to teach or 
suggest the claimed features. Specifically, the limitations of "a user interface unit... specification 
information" recited at lines 7-18 are not found in Chui's reference. Likewise, claims 6 and 8 
depend from claim 5 and thus are allowed for the same reasons as well. 
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Regarding claims 1 1 and 20, these claims are also allowed for the same reasons as set 
forth in claim 2 above. 

Regarding claim 12, the closest cited prior art (USPN 6,347,157 to Chui) fails to teach or 
suggest the claimed features. Specifically, the limitations of "presenting the user... specification 
information" recited at last seven lines are not found in Chui's reference. Likewise, claims 13 
and 16 depend from claim 12 and thus are allowed for the same reasons as well. 

Regarding claim 14, the closest cited prior art (USPN 6,347,157 to Chui) fails to teach or 
suggest the claimed features. Specifically, the limitations of "presenting the user... specification 
information" recited at last nine lines arc not found in Chui's reference. Likewise, claims 15 and 
17 depend from claim 14 and thus are allowed for the same reasons as well. 

Regarding claims 18-19, these claims are also allowed for the same reasons as set forth in 
claims 12 and 14.
